Until Iho arrival of the principal 
.speaker, .Morrison g.avc a short talk :in 
how to n,aviBatc a plane by com|iass' 
and maj). This i.s :-iiiil|.i,r to 
navigating a ship. lio pointed 
out, oxcc|>l that ill Ihc lillnr ease Uio 
drift ot Iho water Is seldom an Im- 
porl;int factor, wliile the drift of .a 
plane wllb the wind always has to 
be reckoned with except on a per- 
fectly calm day. ' 

The first essential is lo dclormino 
tlio direction and velocity of Ihe 
wind. In the a.bsence of a niotcrolo.^l- 
cal station tho velocity may bo found 
by flying both ways between two 
points separated by a Unoivn distance. 
By taking account of tho time elaps- 
ed, the orulsliig speed of the machine 
and the aiiglo of tlic wind direction 
the velocity may be determined. 

Having obtained this necessary 
data, the cour.so to Ijo steered is 
found ljy Bcomelrlcally idottlng ft 
parallcllogram, two .sides ot which 
ropresenl tho ground speed and tho 
wind .siweil respectively. Py dr,awln3 
an arc from Ihe end of the line rop- 
rescntl/ig wind sftccd lo cut the ground

A TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT 

II i.s duiililt'iil wliclher ;my edituria! roeonl 
ly :iiii)cari!i« in a liielroiiolitaii nowsiiaiuM- is I 
more prol'oimdly iunoruiiL than that appèariiin 
in the column.'i of The Mvutrcal Unibj SUif of 
vc.sU'i(iav".< date under tiic caption "A Tempest 
in a '!\>a!i(it." II would have been difficult for 
anyone wlio iiad set out with the avowed idea 
of boin},^ >,M-oto.S(|uely inaccurate to have crowd- 
ed so many errors in to one small space. 

Tile cdilorial in (lue.^lion purports to deal 
wilh the .-Indent iiew.^iiaper war at the Uni- 
vcr.-^ilv o{ Tcu-oiito. It .>itarl.^ out !)y (li.<eiis.'-;in)^ 
the aiivi.'^abilily of .-^ciiools of .iournali.^^ni and 
mentions the fact llial cour.sos in liiat subject 
ar.' oflered by the Univer-sity of Toronto. It 
adds: 

" ilie L'liiversity of Tdionlu lends its 

".sanction to a daily newspaiier railed Varsity 
"which u.ses as many as two thou.sand words an 
"i.ssue includini; adverli.semenls. It is full of 
"coiideii.sed wisdom and pertinent opinion. The 
"ediior.s will, luinilier an average of one to a 
"page are very important— tiiere are no re- 
"porter.s— and Ihoy draw .salaries." 

III the first sentence there is contained the 
stroiiK iinidicalion that 'The Varsity' is a lab- 
orafoiy for tlie Toronto scliool of journalism 
and that the staff of the Varsity consist.* of 
student.-- of journalism. This is not so. The 
"Varsity ha.s iiothint,' what.soevur to do wilh the 
Toronto courses in journnli.sm. It is a newspa- 
per i)'.il)Iished by and for the undergraduates of 
the I'liiver.-ily of Toronto. It i)ublishcs daily a 
iiuriiliiM- of words nearer sixteen tiiousand tliaii 
the two thousand the learned edilm- of Tin- Star 
elaini.s. It is primarily a newspaper and "con- 
densed wisdom and pertinent opinion" form but 
a small nart of the entire nublication. The 
irrcater jiai i is ^riven over to I lie i)re.sentfllion of 
Toronto canipus news and news of other uni- 
versities, or at any rate it was, mil il the recent 
uijheiival at Toronto. There arc 60 reporters on 
The Varsity notwithstanding the Star's .state- 
r.ieiit io I lie contrary. 

Tile niisiiil'ormed editor of Tltc Slar then 
v^oes on to .<a\ : 

"Thi; trouble is .said to arise from the fact 
"Iliat ihesc salaries are provided by the Board 
"f)f (;o\('riii'r.-^." 

These .-aiaries are not provided by the 
lioanl of <;overn(M"s: tliey are provided by the 
ui!(!iTi',ra(hiate st iideiits themselves. 

"Thi' \'ar.-iiy .-^farf liad its .salaries cut the 

"olher (lay ;ind the next issue of the Varsity 

"ran an editdrial on "Petting.' " 

The staff of 'The Varsity' did not have its 
::alaries eiil the otiier day. It had them cut 
last October and I lie now famous editorial on 
'Pelting' had Jiothing wliatsoever to do witli the 
cut in .sjilaries. It was mervly a topical exprès- 
.■■■ion of opinion. 

The same aliysmally iKnoraiit edilurial 
writer goes on to .say that L. ,1. J\yan made a 
jiromisc one day and broke it next by writing 
a '.si/;zliiig" etiitorial. Uyaii may have broken a 
i)rMini.se made earlier in the year under pres- 
.'!urc, but the 'sizzling' editorial in (picstion did 
not break his i)ronii.se of a day earlier, tipd was 
notliiiig more than a series of well-foundc!! 
iliarges against the Students' Administrative 
Ctnincil of the University of Toronto. 

"The same editorial writer adds insult to in- 
jury when he says the following: 

"Tiiis all goes to show tliai a Universily 
"m;iy uo in for a course in journalism, or a 
"liigh-biow (luarterly, or an alumni monthl.v. 
"or .sale .sa\vdu.st of that .sort, but when it juoii- 
"keys with a daily newspaper it is asking lor 
"trouble fi'om the buzz saw." 

The editor of The Moiitir.ul IJuiln Slar 
does not seem to be aware of the fact that prac- 
tically every large United States Univei'sity, 
and IMcGill University to boot, 'monkeys' wiiii 
;i daily iiewspajter without disa.slrous results 
eitlier to tile University or to its lioard of Gov- 
ernors. It does not seem to know, either, that 
the better and older American college dailies 
<'njoy comulcto liberty of speech in their edi- 
torial columns and that the governors of tlie.sc 
universities are not in the least perturbed by 
the periodic outbursts of the .student editor.s. 

It is most i)oculiar that the editor of The 
Maulmii. Dnilii Star should not have troubled 
to inform himself better before undertaking to 
di.scuss the siiijjcet of undergraduate journal- 
ism. "McGill Daily" carried complete details of 
iho Toronto .s(piai>ble from every conceivable 
angle. lOven with the limited means and Jfacil- 
ities at its disposal it was able to present both 
aides of the fight fairly and accurately. Met- 
ropolitan newspapers in the city of Toronto 
jjresonled the news in full and complete detail 
and some of them commented editorially on the 
matter, and, pos-sessed of all the facts, support- 
ed L. J. Ryan, the ousted editor, to the full. 

It is vei-y legrettable that a newspaper 
with the large circulation and great influence 
of The Montreal Daily Star, should, through 
l)rofoiind ignorance of the facts, give its read- 
ei's .so idiotic a picture of undergraduate .iour- 
nalisni. 

The fuiniinalion contains but one glinier of 
light. Tile edil;orial writer must have had a 
momentary brain wave when he wrote: 

"He was promptly fired They (the 

"executive of the Student.s' Administrative 
"("oiiiieil ) art! now running the paper — but it 
"lacks the old iiulepeiident spirit. It talks like a 
"jiai'i'ol — the P.oard of Governors' ))iirrol " 

At any rale, the whole thing shows that 
Undergi'aduatc .Jdurnali.sni i. w<n'thy of met- 
roiiolitaii editorial alteiitiow.

l-.,i.r hincc llir lime liwii Sir Walter Kulcii;') dcclan-il 
thai the 115C oi ilm iilani "L'lipjwoc" hcpt tiie Indians in 
good Iicaltli, there has liccii much liiscuision as to tho nicd- 
ici-,i:il i|iialitic~ hi iot);iccH. Iiil'.i tîlis (lucii-hiuii I shall iMt 
vcnliire. .MI MiiiiLir^ ajjrce that tubaccD is a M-dativc; but 
wliilc many stress she im|)orlancc oi thi- choi.iical action of 
nicotine on the eternal organ.'!, it i.s my linmbic opinion that 
it is rather the siylit of .imoke than any chemical rcnction 
that has the preidiar ' iiiiluciicj i>ii the .--niulier. I siy il-.is 
because 1 have never }\t luund a blind man who' sniok,!^ 
tiihaceii. .Snmke is an i;Ua;ii;il)le snlistnnce. scnii-transivirent, 
volatile, ih; ncare.-t to the immaterial of all visible things. 
It is mystcrioiij, ccric. 'J'hc smoker, by the fireside ija^ea 
upon it tlirotigh lialf-shnl eyelids, is fascinated by its cvcr- 
chansinB form and colonr, atte|mits to build definite .shapes 
from a sliaiK-lcss mass, and i^ h'A in lli: realm ni 1 i;iry, 
far away from the troubles of the world, 'l'ennyson, we are 
told never failed tn .simikc his short broken pipe, and wc. 
arc brought to believe that many of the beautiful images in 
his iwetry were co'ieeived in the sntokc issuiii); from his 
pipe. The niusl ihiiriinKli-Koiii}; extroverts are often sali.sfi- 
cd to sit alone, smokint;, for there is something tol.-ichig, 
companionable in a pipe. How often have wc heard the cx- 
claniation "My pipe is niy best friend," 

On the other hand, if smoking is indulged in, in eom- 
pa;i>'. il pMiviile- a common aelivily as a bond of suciahility. 
The smoke .-lejns lo act as an ether throitfth which the 
waves of goiKlwill can travel; and in proportion as the air 
becomes hajier, in such projwrlion docs the affability, of 
the smokers increase, tloes the conversation become cnljvcn- 
1(1 and tile wits of those present quicken. In famous literary 
circles, where the niosl brilliant coiivcrsalionalisls flourish, 
lohacco has always been plcnlifiil, Wc cannot think of Dr. 
Johnson wa.xing ctoi|uciit in a room devoid of all tobacco 
fumes; but where the clouds of smoke liung thickest, in the 
cIosC einmiiiiy aiiuo plure. there he was lo be fotnid, talking 
eloijucnllv. surronrded !)>• his Kronp of smoking satellites 
and admirers. Tin-, by the pleasure it gave both lo indiv- 
iduals, and to gatherings of individuals, smoking was estab- 
lished as an institution. 

Two evils have however, bi fallcn ilic iii-iiinliuu of Muok- 
iiii;. (lilt- i- iho Mibstilntioii of the cigarette for the pipe; 
ilie uiiin- is ihe adoption of smoking by women. The two 
evils may be clas.^ed under a more comprehensive head, and 
called the deterioration or efïeminisation of smoking. These 
two urms arc intcrcli.inyiahle. fur it is a peculiar fact, that 
in liu' lii.-.tory of vnrilJU^ iiislitulions, the advem of women 
oil the scene li.i; always Ikcu concurrent with a decline in 
the institution, i need not go too far out of my way to bring 
examples, Cleopatra hastened the fall of an already declin- 
ing nation: ilu- mi>trcsse5 of liic Itonrbon kiiiq- appeared 
in time to hasten the ealainily which overlook the liourbon 
(I.Mi,i>iy; anil today the republic where political corruption 
iî most rile allows the greatest political rights to women. 

Smoking was at first something more than n iiabli: it 
was a ceremony -olrnm. dignified. I'ranglil with siguificancj. 
The early tiidiaiis on liic occasion of making p;acc with 
ersiuhilc enemies, found that smoking lent an cqaanimily 
the heart that subilued the more savage instincts. The pleasure 
derived from smoknig was one to be reserved only for 
ceremonial c<:easiuiis, and tobacco was a sacred conunodity 
lo be cast upon liic waters to pacify the gods. 'I lie calumet 
or "pcacc-piiw" was a sacred object passed down from 
father lo son, and cherished as an licirlooin. 

When the white man took over the custom, he also used 
: -liacco sparingly and di.-criininalely. Tiie pipe was still a 
■ort of ceremonial objccl, lo be used only in liie evening 
after the day's toil, and smoked in company with a neigh- 
Ixnir, whose affability was largely déterminai by the tjualily 
of the tobacco. To ask a man to "have a pipe" with you,- 
was to show a mark of friendliness. The ceremony of smok- 
ing together, was a pledge of good will, just as anmng tlie 
Arabs is the practice of breaking bread together, Smoking 
was a strong, significant and masculine institution. It was 
a sign of man's estate; women and children were excluded. 

.■\5 the years went by, there rnlcrei! a hpw influence, on 
the destinies of smoking. Trade and loinnierce began lo 
play an evcr-inircasing pan in the affairs of the world, and 
commercialisatior. saw the decline of many inslitutions. To- 
bacco began to be produced in such large quantitics, that its 
price fell enormously, and it Was removed from ils high 
pedestal. Schoolboys could now buy it with their hoarded 
pcmnes and sinokf it sitrrcpiitiously. Women began to lose 
ihcir resi)cct for it and to scold their husbands for dropping 
ashes on the floors, liig business houses, ever on the search 
for ways and means to increase consumption, ciicoiuaged 
the smoking of cigarettes and cigars, so that consumers 
tlirew away in ilie shape of "hiiltV, hall the tobacco llicy 
liad paid tor. Thai these "butts" were picked up by others 
did not matter for those people who pick up "butts" do not 
buy many of the necessities of life, let alone tobacco. 

Prosperity was coming to the world, and with it was 
eoming cxtravaf;:.!;. ,ok1 :i Mve for social liic. .Men no 
longer sla;.ed h...nie by ilio lire and smoked llieir pipes; llicy 
bouillit cigarettes and were nonchalant in polite society. 
Then women started to smoke cigarettes. Some smoked their 
own and paid exorbhant prices for them. Most of them 
.smoked the men'.- ami \v,i.ic<l ilirm sliamdcssly. I'.ithers 
objecteil to their ilaiighlers smoking ; the daimhlcrs ignored 
the fathers; liic brothers supporldl tlic si.^lers ; ihc mothers 
denounced the brothers, l-ainilics (|uarellcd, were divided ; 
and rugs all over the country were testifying against the 
destructive cigarette. 

Meanwhile, tobacco manufacturers wcnl on merrily ad- 
vi-nising their ware-, "lîuy Old .Mold; Not a cough iu a 
coMin load!' "liny Trusly .Mikes; they're roasted!" encou- 
raging young prople lo smoke, contrary to the wishes of 
their parents. Tobacco, the sacred ceremonial Uppowoc of 
the Indians l>ecamc a wholesale drug, that ' fathers chewed, 
babies smokeil. young girls posed for pictures with, and 
mothers swept ofï the carpets.
